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NEWS 


UKRAINIAN  CHAIR  FOUNDED  AT  UNIVERSITY  OF  TORONTO 

At  a ceremony  in  Hart  House,  University  of 
Toronto  on  March  29th,  official  papers  were  sign- 
ed establishing  the  Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies  at 
the  University  of  Toronto.  Among  those  present 
were  the  President  of  the  university.  Dr.  James 
Ham,  Deans  Arthur  Kruger  and  Jacob  Spelt, 

Dr.  George  Danyliw,  president  of  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Professional  and  Business  Federation, 
which  donated  $300,000  for  the  chair,  and  the 
Hon.  Norman  Cafik,  Minister  for  Multiculturalism, 
representing  the  federal  government,  which 
matched  the  donation.  There  were  about  200 
invited  guests.  The  master  of  ceremonies  was 
Mr.  Yury  Boshyk  of  the  Department  of  Slavic, 
Languages  and  Literatures.  The  Institute  was 
represented  by  its  associate  director.  Dr.  George 
Luckyj . Many  academics  attended  the  function. 

The  chair  will  be  in  the  fields  of  Ukrainian 
economic  and  social  history  (Department  of 
Political  Economy)  with  a cross-appointment  to 
the  Department  of  History.  The  position  will 
shortly  be  advertised  in  the  press.  A visiting 
appointment  is  envisaged  for  1979-80,  to  be 
followed  by  a permanent  appointment  the  next 
year.  The  leaders  of  the  Ukrainian  community 
in  Toronto  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
successful  fund-raising  campaign  which  will 
continue  until  an  endowment  of  $1  million  is 
reached. 


A REVIEW:  UKRAINIAN-CANADIAN  MICROFILMING  PROJECT 

In  the  fall  of  1977  the  Institute  made  a major 
decision  to  microfilm  Ukrainian-Canadian  newspap- 
ers, periodicals,  and  calendar-almanacs.  In 
spite  of  the  size  of  the  undertaking  and  expense 
involved,  this  project  was  deemed  necessary  to 
enable  a growth  of  research  into  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  history.  The  press  is  indispensable 
to  writing  the  history  of  early  Ukrainian  life 
in  Canada,  particularly  as  there  is  a lack  of 
archival  records.  Original  newspapers  and 
periodicals,  however,  are  difficult  to  store. 

They  require  a large  storage  area  with  temp- 
erature and  humidity  control,  they  are  bulky,  and 
newsprint  disintegrates  with  time  and  handling. 
Microfilm,  on  the  other  hand,  is  small,  compact, 
easily  transportable,  and  endurable.  It  can  be 
distributed  to  libraries  and  archives  throughout 
the  world,  making  newspapers  and  periodicals 
available  to  the  largest  possible  number  of 
researchers  and  interested  persons.  This  is 
especially  significant  for  Ukrainian  Canadians 
as  complete  sets  of  originals  of  many  public- 
ations can  currently  be  found  only  by  visiting 
several  institutions. 


Frances  Swyripa,  Research  Associate  at  the 
Institute,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  micro- 
filming project.  Initially,  she  compiled  a 
catalogue  of  known  Ukrainian-Canadian  newspaper, 
periodical,  and  calendar-almanac  titles,  and 
of  those  publications  already  on  microfilm 
C Newsletter , III,  1,  1978:4-5).  During  the 
1977/78  academic  year,  Ms.  Swyripa  undertook 
a cross-Canada  inventory  of  the  holdings  of 
private  Ukrainian  organizations  and  public 
Canadian  institutions  to  determine  both  what 
other  publications  still  have  original  issues  ' 
available  and  where  they  are  located.  Canadian 
university,  public,  and  legislature  libraries; 
provincial  archives;  the  Public  Archives  of 
Canada;  and  National  Library  had  relatively 
insignificant  Ukrainian-Canadian  press  holdings. 
Not  unexpectedly,  the  great  wealth  of  material 
was  found  in  Ukrainian  institutions,  particularly 
in  western  Canada.  A detailed  volume,  year,  and 
issue  analysis  of  all  publications  was  made  for 
each  collection  examined.  The  Ukrainian  organ- 
izations/individuals visited  were:

Generally  speaking,  major  collections  were  locat- 
ed at  the  Basilian  Fathers'  Ukrainian  Folk 
Museum,  the  Mohyla  Institute,  the  Ukrainian 
Cultural  and  Educational  Centre,  and  the  Ukrain- 
ian-Canadian Archives  and  Museum  of  Alberta.  The 
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first  three  have  provided  the  bulk  of  the  mat- 
erial to  be  microfilmed.  By  amalgamating  several 
collections,  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain 
complete  sets  of  some  publications;  other  titles 
still  have  a number  of  issues  missing. 

The  number  of  publications  involved  (approx- 
imately 700),  impose  certain  restrictions  on 
microfilming.  Initially,  the  Institute  will 
microfilm  only  those  newspapers  and  periodicals 
inaugurated  before  1941 — some  200  titles. 
Currently  published  newspapers  or  periodicals 
are  being  microfilmed  only  to  1970;  thereafter 
they  will  be  updated  on  a decennial  basis.  The 
Institute  is  also  microfilming  all  calendar-alm- 
anacs still  in  existence — 380  volumes  repres- 
enting fifty  titles.  Lastly,  church  bulletins 
will  not  be  microfilmed  because  of  their  doubt- 
ful historical  value.  Microfilming  for  this 
period  is  intended  to  be  comprehensive  although 
greater  selection  will  be  necessary  when 
microfilming  of  post-World  War  II  publications 
begins.  At  present  there  is  not  the  same  urgency 
to  microfilm  recent  publications  as  copies  are 
still  readily  available  in  several  institutions 
and  they  are  not  prey  to  the  same  physical  deter- 
ioration as  are  older  items.

Microfilming  itself  began  in  January  1979 
under  the  supervision  of  Ms.  Swyripa.  The  actual 
work  is  being  done  by  West  Canadian  Graphic  Ind- 
ustries Ltd.,  a firm  with  offices  in  Edmonton, 
Calgary,  Winnipeg,  and  Toronto.  Some  microfilm- 
ing will  take  place  in  all  four  cities.  To  date 


the  Institute  has  received  excellent  cooperation 
from  the  Basilian  Fathers  in  Mundare,  St.  John’s 
Institute,  the  Association  of  United  Ukrainian 
Canadians,  the  Mohyla  Institute,  the  Sheptytsky 
Institute,  and  the  Research  Centre  for  Canadian 
Ethnic  Studies,  all  of  which  have  lent  material 
from  their  collections.  At  the  end  of  April, 
approximately  140  reels  of  microfilm  have  been 
produced  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary.  The  bulk  of 
the  microfilming  has  been  done  from  the  Basilian 
collection  in  Mundare,  which  will  supply  most  of 
the  material  needed.  On  April  21,  Ms.  Swyripa 
departed  for  one  month's  microfilming  in  Win- 
nipeg and  Toronto  where  the  institutions,  visited 
in  1977/78,  have  promised  full  cooperation.  The 
entire  project  owes  its  realization  to  the 
participation  of  individual  Ukrainian  organ- 
izations who  have  recognized  the  need  for  the 
preservation  of  the  Ukrainian-Canadian  press 
in  permanent  and  collected  form. 

Approximately  2/3  of  the  microfilming  plan 
has  been  completed.  By  late  June  preparation  of 
the  final  negatives  will  be  undertaken  and  posi- 
tive copies  made  available  for  sale  to  interested 
persons,  libraries,  and  organizations  across 
Canada.  On  completion  of  the  project,  a future 
newsletter  will  indicate  the  publications  micro- 
filmed, their  purchase  price,  and  the  distri- 
butor. It  is  the  Institute's  intention  to  place 
a complete  set  of  everything  microfilmed  during 
the  course  of  the  project  in  the  Library  of  the 
University  of  Alberta.

The  new  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  will  consist 
of  four  volumes,  totalling  more  than  3,000  pages, 
with  more  than  1.5  million  words.  It  will  be 
both  an  up-dated  and  translated  version  of  the 
alphabetically  arranged,  multi-volume  Ukrainian 
encyclopedia  ( haslova  chastyna ) now  being  comp- 
leted. As  such  it  will  be  a continuation  of  the 
two-volume  Ukraine:  A Concise  Encyclopaedia 3 

published  by  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  in 
1963  and  1971.  This  new  major  scholarly  project, 
also  to  be  published  by  the  University  of  Toronto 
Press,  involves  hundreds  of  contributors  and 
section  editors  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  V. 
Kubijovyc  of  Sarcelles,  France.  Dr.  G.  Luckyj , 
Associate  Director  of  the  Institute  in  Toronto, 
is  responsible  for  the  supervision  and  editing 
of  the  English  text.  His  assistants  in  Toronto 
are  Ms.  Sophia  Yurkevich  and  Dr.  Taras  Zakydalsky. 
Dr.  B.  Struminsky  of  Harvard  University  is  a 
full-time  editor  with  the  encyclopedia  project 
and  continues  his  work  in  Cambridge  (Mass.) 
because  of  difficulties  with  immigration  to 
Canada.  The  day-to-day  operation  of  this  project 
proceeds  along  the  following  lines:  entries 

Chasid)  which  have  been  prepared  in  Sarcelles  or 
Cambridge  are  sent  to  Toronto  for  editing  and 
translation.  Systematic  work  began  in  earnest  on 
1 January,  1979.  It  is  estimated  that  the  text 
of  the  first  volume  (letters  A-G)  will  be  comp- 
leted in  Toronto  over  the  period  of  the  next  two 
years.  Copy  editing,  proofreading  and  printing 
will  take  an  additional  two  years.  Hence  the 
publication  of  the  first  volume  is  tentatively 
scheduled  for  1983.  The  whole  project,  includ- 
ing three  remaining  volumes,  should  be  completed 
during  the  1980g. 
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INSTITUTE  TRAVEL  LECTURE  SERIES  1979 

During  the  winter  session,  the  Institute's 
Travel  Lecture  Series  had  Mr.  Bohdan  Krawchenko, 
Ms.  Frances  Swyripa,  and  Mr.  Roman  Petryshyn 
visit  university  and  community  college  campuses 
in  Lethbridge,  Calgary,  Kelowna,  Kamloops, 
Vancouver,  and  Victoria. 

Bohdan  Krawchenko  began  his  lecture  with  an 
analysis  of  changes  in  the  social  structure  of 
Ukraine.  He  argued  that  the  economic  transform- 
ations of  the  po st-World  War  II  period  saw 
Ukrainians  emerge  as  a socially  balanced  nation. 
New  urban,  educated  groups  came  into  being  — 
groups  which  in  the  post-Stalin  Period  attempted 
to  place  their  priorities  on  the  political 
agenda.  His  talk  included  a discussion  of  the 
rise  of  "autonomist"  currents  within  the  Commun- 
ist Party  of  Ukraine,  as  well  as  the  evolution 
of  the  dissident  movement.  He  closed  with  an 
evaluation  of  the  factors  that  lie  behind  the 
recrudescence  of  nationalism  in  the  republic. 

Frances  Swyripa  spoke  on  "Perceptions  of 
Ukrainian  Canadians  in  English-Language  Works. 

She  examined  the  historical  treatment  of 
Ukrainian  Canadians  by  English-language  authors 
and  researchers,  from  the  first  comments  made 
about  the  new  immigrant  group  in  the  late  1890s, 
to  the  present.  After  this  period,  emphasis  has 
shifted  considerably — from  romantic,  or  critical, 
descriptions  of  the  "men  in  sheepskin  coats"  by 
Anglo -Cel tic  observers — to  serious  study  of 
Ukrainian-Canadian  development  by  historians  and 
sociologists,  most  of  whom  are  Ukrainian  in 
origin.  The  initial  stress,  on  Anglo-conformity 
and  assimilation  in  the  Canadian  national  inter- 
est, has  also  been  replaced  by  the  tendency  to 
examine  Ukrainian  Canadians  within  the  contexts 
of  the  Canadian  "mosaic"  and  multiculturalism. 

In  spite  of  the  growing  sophistication  of 
research  into  Ukrainian-Canadian  development, 
several  gaps  and  weaknesses  remain.  These  are 
looked  at  in  some  detail  with  attention  to 
present  orientations  and  future  needs. 

W.  R.  Petryshyn  was  the  last  speaker  in  the 
current  series.  In  his  talk  "Ukrainian  Canad- 
ians in  the  Vertical  Mosaic,"  he  offered  both  an 
historical  account  of  how  the  "e  thnic"  category 
emerged  in  Canada,  and  a discussion  of  the 
current  and  future  social  outlook  for  Ukrainian 
Canadians.  He  argued  that  ethnicity  in  Canada — 
defined  simultaneously  as  a personal  and  social 
identity,  and  an  economic  category — originated 
with  historical  colonial  struggles  in  which 
elite  Canadian  economic  positions  have  contin- 
ually been  held  mainly  by  Anglo-Celts.  A 
process  of  stratification  ensued  in  which  im- 
migrant groups  have  joined  the  French  in  forming 
the  middle  class,  while  the  native  Indians  have 
always  been  at  the  bottom  of  the  vertical  mosaic 


The  speaker  suggested  that  in  the  past  this  sys- 
tem excluded  "ethnics"  from  affecting  those 
decisions  (i.e.,  in  education,  arts,  and  economy) 
which  would  have  allowed  for  the  creative  repro- 
duction of  Ukrainian-Canadian  identity.  After 
distinguishing  the  Ukrainian-Canadian  "minority" 
from  the  emerging  Quebecois  "nation,"  the 
speaker  concluded  with  a call  for  ethnic  equality 
in  the  economy,  and  the  development  of  community 
autonomy  in  public  sector  areas  such  as  school- 
ing, media  communication,  social  services  and 
recreation. 

SHEVCHENKO  LECTURE 

The  thirteenth  annual  Shevchenko  Lecture 
at  the  University  of  Alberta  was  held  on  March  7, 
1979.  Dr.  Roman  Szporluk,  professor  of  history 
at  the  University  of  Michigan  in  Ann  Arbor, 
spoke  on  "Ukraine  since  1945:  A Study  in  Modem 

History ." 

The  end  of  World  War  II  was  a watershed  in 
Ukrainian  history:  after  long  periods  of  sep- 

aration almost  all  Ukrainian  lands  found  them- 
selves under  one  regime,  whose  central  author- 
ities in  Moscow  persecuted  the  Ukrainian  intell- 
igentsia. Even  the  Communist  Party  of  Ukraine 
(CPU),  which  was  also  distrusted  by  the  popul- 
ation, was  also  repressed.  Due  to  internal 
migration  there  began  a process  of  national 
integration  as  some  regional  differences 
diminished. 

The  period  of  destalinization  in  the  1950s 
saw  the  rehabilitation  of  both  the  CPU  and  the 
Ukrainian  intelligentsia.  A very  important 
function  was  served  by  the  Writers'  Union  of 
Ukraine  which  was  used  to  legitimize  the  Soviet  . 
regime,  but  which  also  became  a kind  of  alternate 
political  centre.  In  contrast  to  the  distrust 
of  the  previous  period  a rapprochement  was  at- 
tempted with  western  Ukraine.  Although  no  less 
distrustful  of  Ukrainians  the  government  real- 
ized that  certain  concessions  had  to  be  made. 
These  took  the  form  of  an  expansion  in  the 
number  of  Ukrainian  publications  made  available 
and  a diversification  of  Ukrainian  audiences  to 
whom  publications  were  addressed.  Increasingly, 
the  intelligentsia  acted  as  a link  between  the 
Soviet  regime  and  the  masses. 

The  early  1960s  were  a retreat  from  destalin- 
ization and  brought  with  them  a return  of 
russification.  However,  this  was  resisted  by 
a new  alliance  between  the  pro-Soviet  element 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  new  generation  of  the 
intelligentsia  on  the  other.  The  latter  group 
found  a forum  in  the  press  for  their  campaign 
in  defence  of  the  Ukrainian  language.  The 
government  under  P.  Shelest,  while  mildly  rep- 
ressing dissidents  (by  Soviet  standards),  tried 
to  implement  some  of  their  proposals. 
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Shelest's  fall  from  power  in  1972  ushered  in 
an  era  of  renewed  and  reinforced  russification. 
Attempts  at  rapprochement  between  the  regime  and 
the  Ukrainian  nation,  and  implementation  of  a new 
Ukrainian-Russian  relationship , were  abandoned 
Instead  of  dealing  with  very  real  economic  and 
social  problems,  the  government  continues  to 
concern  itself  with  nationality  problems.  In 
spite  of  L.  Brezhnev's  wishes  the  Ukrainian 
problem  will  not  go  away.  The  government  is 
faced  with  a new  nation  which,  though  possibly 
slightly  diminished  in  numbers,  has  more 
energy  and  a greater  potential. 

A lively  discussion  period  followed  Dr. 
Szporluk' s presentation.  The  Shevchenko  lecture 
is  sponsored  by  the  Ukrainian  Professional  and 
Business  Club  of  Edmonton  and  organized  by  the 
Institute. 


THE  WILLIAM  KURELEK  MEMORIAL  LECTURES,  1979 

The  second  annual  William  Kurelek  Memorial 
Lecture  Series  was  held  at  the  University  of 
Toronto,  March  5-7,  1979.  Sponsored  both  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  and  the  Toronto  Ukrainian 
Professional  and  Business  Club,  this  year's  lec- 
tures were  given  by  Prof.  James  B.  Maas,  Cornell 
University,  and  Mr.  Peter  Reddaway,  Senior 
Lecturer  at  the  London  School  of  Economics, 

London , Eng land . 

On  March  5,  Prof.  Maas'  subject  was  "Painting 
as  a Mirror  of  the  Mind."  Using  his  pioneering 
work  in  this  area.  Prof.  Maas  stressed  that  it 
is  entirely  possible  for  the  psychologist  study- 
ing artists  and  forms  of  visual  artistic  creat- 
ivity to  identify  psychological  imbalance  in 
artistic  works.  He  used  various  examples  from 
the  paintings  of  Hieronymus  Bosch,  Vincent  Van 
Gogh,  the  early  paintings  of  William  Kurelek  (at 
the  time  when  the  artist  was  undergoing  treatment 
in  England)  and  paintings  by  his  patients  to 
illustrate  his  argument.  Two  films  by  Prof.  Maas 
were  also  shown:  his  award-winning  study  of 

Kurelek,  and  the  more  recent  study  of  Van  Gogh's 
self-portraits . 

On  March  6,  Mr.  Reddaway  spoke  on  "The  Evol- 
ution of  Soviet  Policies  Towards  Dissent,"  out- 
lining in  considerable  detail  the  rise  and  evol- 
ution of  the  dissident  movement  in  the  Soviet 
Union  since  Stalin's  death.  He  pointed  out  that 
the  Soviet  leadership’s  desire  to  eradicate 
dissent  is  tempered  by  its  need  for  international 
respectability  and  economic  advance.  In  general, 
Mr.  Reddaway  maintained  that  the  only  major  con- 
cession made  by  the  regime  was  toward  the  emig- 
ration movement,  while  repression  against  other 
dissident  movements  remains  harsh  and  by -and - 
large  uncompromising. 


The  last  lecture,  on  March  7,  was  also 
delivered  by  Mr.  Reddaway  and  dealt  with  "The 
Relationship  of  Nationalist  Dissent  in  the 
USSR  to  Other  Forms  of  Dissent."  In  Mr.  Redda- 
way 's  view  there  are  four  types  of  nationalist 
dissent  in  the  Soviet  Union  today:  that  which 

demands  greater  autonomy  or  independence  (Ukrain- 
ians and  Baltic  peoples);  Russian  nationalist 
dissent;  the  movement  for  emigration  (Jews  and 
Germans);  and  finally,  the  movement  of  formerly 
exiled  peoples  demanding  a return  to  their  home- 
lands (Crimean  Tatars).  All  of  these  movements 
have  links  with  one  another  and  with  the  human 
rights  movement  in  Moscow.  These  relationships, 
both  in  the  Soviet  Union  and  to  some  degree  in 
the  emigration,  deeply  concern  the  regime.  This 
explains  why  those  arrested  and  given  the  harsh- 
est treatment  are  mainly  people  who  have  main- 
tained a liaison  between  their  respective  nation- 
alist movement  and  the  general  human  rights 
movement  in  Moscow.  Mr.  Reddaway  concluded  by 
stating  that  cooperation  among  the  various 
national  movements  and  coordination  with  the 
general  human  rights  movement  is  essential,  if 
these  movements  are  to  be  successful  and  if 
human  and  national  rights  are  to  be  attained  in 
the  Soviet  Union. 

The  lectures,  attended  by  several  hundred 
people  and  very  well  received,  will  be  published 
in  the  near  future.  The  organization  of  the 
lecture  series  was  carried  out  by  the  W.  Kurelek 
Memorial  Lectures  Committee:  Ihor  Bardyn  (chair- 

man), Yury  Boshyk,  Dr.  Edward  Burstynsky,  Walter

NEW  COURSE  IN  UKRAINIAN  POLITICAL  THEORY  PROVES 

POPULAR 

During  the  1978  autumn  term.  Dr.  Ivan  L. 
Rudnytsky,  professor  of  East  European  and 
Ukrainian  history  at  the  University  of  Alberta, 
conducted  a seminar  course  (Hist.  425,  "Topics 
in  Ukrainian  History")  on  the  development  of 
modern  Ukrainian  social  and  political  thought. 

The  seminar,  first  of  its  kind  at  a Canadian 
university,  was  introduced  in  response  to  the 
continually  good  support  received  by  the  four 
one-semester  undergraduate  survey  courses  in 
Ukrainian  history,  offered  by  Professor  Rudnytsky 
as  a two-year  course  cycle.  Professor  Rudnytsky 
was  assisted  in  directing  the  seminar  by 
Dr.  John-Paul  Himka,  research  associate  at  the 
Institute . 

Students,  participating  in  the  seminar, 
presented  papers  discussing  representative 
Ukrainian  social  thinkers  and  ideological  group- 
ings, ranging  from  the  mid-nineteenth  century 
Society  of  Sts.  Cyril  and  Methodius  to  the 
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contemporary  intellectual  dissent  groups  in 
Soviet  Ukraine.  The  course  was  well  received; 
its  flexible  structure  and  pioneering  nature 
added  to  the  students’  interest.  It  is  expected 
that  the  course  will  be  offered  every  other  year 
in  the  future. 


LANGUAGE  TEACHERS  VISIT  NEW  YORK 

Ms.  Oienka  Bilash,  bilingual  coordinator  at 
the  Institute,  organized  and  led  a travel  tour  of 
language  teachers  to  New  York  City  March  24-31, 
1979.  Thirty-four  teachers  of  English,  French, 
German,  Hebrew,  Romanian  and  Ukrainian  from 
Edmonton,  Calgary,  Winnipeg,  Vancouver,  Grande 
Prairie  and  Fort  McMurray  participated.  During 
the  week  meetings  were  held  with:  Mr.  Angelo 

Gimondo,  director  of  planning  and  program  devel- 
opment for  bilingual  education  at  the  New  York 
City  Board  of  Education;  Mr.  Edward  Scebold, 
executive-director  of  the  American  Council  of 
Teachers  of  Foreign  Languages;  Dr.  Joshua 
Fishman  renowned  scholar,  author,  lecturer  on 
the  sociology  of  language,  and  professor  at 
Ye shiva  University;  and,  Mrs.  Francoise  Cestac, 
director  of  the  United  Nations  translation 
services  and  her  staff.  Visits  were  paid  to  the 
Bilingual  Resource  Centre  of  New  York,  the  North- 
east Curriculum  Development  Centre  for  bilingual 
education,  and  elementary,  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  in  which  various  bilingual  programs  are 
operational.  Participants  also  visited  many 
ethnic  museums,  book  stores,  galleries  and  enjoy- 
ed the  unique  sightseeing  and  entertainment  op- 
portunities in  New  York. 


UKRAINIAN  ACTIVITIES  AT  UBC 

A number  of  the  lecturers  with  the  Institute’s 
first  Travel  Lecture  Series  also  gave  afternoon 
seminars  at  the  University  of  British  Columbia, 
co-sponsored  with  the  Department  of  Slavonic 
Studies.  Dr.  Himka  spoke  on  Ukrainian  Catholic 
priests,  peasants,  and  the  national  movement 
in  Western  Ukraine  in  the  late  nineteenth 
century;  Dr.  Rudnytsky  spoke  on  Khmelnyt sky 
and  the  Treaty  of  Pereiaslav;  F.  Swyripa  spoke 
on  how  the  early  Ukrainian  immigrants  who  settled 
Canada’s  West  were  viewed  in  English-language 
works;  and  W.R.  Petryshyn  gave  a description, 
critique,  and  rebuttal  of  Canadian  multicultural- 
ism  policy. 

The  Department  of  Slavonic  Studies  at  the 
University  of  British  Columbia  will  be  re-activ- 
ating its  second  year  (i.e. , advanced)  Ukrainian 
course,  listed  in  the  calendar  as  UKRAINIAN  425, 
for  the  academic  year  1979-80.  The  instructor 
will  be  Sandra  Thomson.

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PLANS  UNDERWAY  FOR  THIRD  CONFERENCE 

The  third  in  the  Institute's  series  of 
conferences  on  Ukrainian  Canadian  topics  will 
take  place  September  13-15,  1979,  at  the 
University  of  Alberta,  and  is  entitled, 
"Identifications:  Ethnicity  and  the  Writer  in 

Canada."  The  idea  for  this  conference  emerged 
as  a consequence  of  current  assertions  by  many 
ethnic  groups  (i.e..

SEMINARS 


EDMONTON 


MICHAEL  SAVARYN 

Michael  Savaryn,  a law  student  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta,  delivered  the  sixth  Institute 
seminar  in  Edmonton  on  January  16  with  the  pres- 
entation, "The  Response  of  the  Ukrainian  Canad- 
ians to  the  Displaced  Persons  Situation  in 
Europe".  He  examined  the  responses  in  Edmonton's 
Ukrainski  Visti , edited  by  the  late  John  Esaiw. 
The  speaker  quoted  from  a number  of  editorials 
which  both  appealed  to  Ukrainian  Canadians  for 
funds,  clothing  and  other  supplies,  and  pleaded 
with  the  Canadian  Government  to  allow  large- 
scale  immigration  of  Ukrainian  refugees  to 
Canada . 

Research  on  the  life  of  the  Ukrainians,  who 
scattered  throughout  Western  Europe  after  World 
War  II  in  terrible  fear  of  forced  deportation  to 
the  Soviet  Union,  is  scarce.  Little  is  known 
about  the  number,  qualifications,  and  plans  of 
the  refugees,  and  there  is  little  evidence  about 
how  many  were  in  fact  deported,  and  how  many  man- 
aged to  find  their  relatives  or  refuge  in  differ- 
ent countries.  However,  one  fact  is  clear: 
their  fate  evoked  a great  deal  of  sympathy  from 
Ukrainian  Canadians,  who  even  visited  them  in  the 
Displaced  Persons  camps.  The  late  Anthony 
Hlynka,  a Ukrainian  M.P.  from  Vegreville, 
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Alberta,  spoke  on  their  behalf  in  the  House  ol 
Commons.  The  actual  amounts  of  money,  clothing, 
food,  affidavits,  etc.,  raised  by  Ukrainian 
Canadians  for  their  countrymen  is  not  known,  and 
it  is  time  to  research  this  subject.  Indeed,  it 
is  time  to  record  the  experience  of  the  post- 
World  War  II  Ukrainian  immigration  generally, 
for  the  history  of  the  Ukrainian  Canadians  with- 
out this  chapter  would  be  incomplete. 


ANDRIJ  MAKUCH 

"Ukrainian -Canadian  Communists  and  the  Kryza 
in  Alberta"  was  the  topic  of  the  seventh  Insti- 
tute seminar  of  the  current  academic  year  at  the 
University  of  Alberta.  Mr.  Andrij  Makuch,  a 
recent  B.A.  (honours)  graduate  in  history,  and 
now  a research  assistant,  gave  the  seminar  on 
January  30,  1979. 

Ukrainian  members  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Canada  formed  the  backbone  of  the  party  since  its 
inception  in  1921,  but  played  a minimal  role  in 
its  key  functions.  They  were  restricted  largely 
to  activity  within  their  foreign-language  unit. 
When  the  Communist  Party  undertook  a campaign  to 
radicalize  all  Prairie  farmers  after  the  onset 
of  the  Great  Depression,  it  sent  the  Ukrainian 
farmers  into  areas  where  they  already  had  a 
degree  of  support,  rather  than  into  other  fields. 

Their  organizational  efforts  invoked  manifest- 
ations of  loyalty  to  their  adopted  country  by 
Ukrainian  patriots  and  an  attempted  disasso- 
ciation  of  communism  from  Ukrainians.  This  was 
both  a recognition  of  the  tenuous  acceptance 
Ukrainians  had  in  Canadian  society  and  a reflec- 
tion of  their  genuine  belief  that  the  communists 
were  undermining  the  British  ideals  which  they 
had  adopted  as  their  own.  The  manner  in  which 
these  forces  played  themselves  out  is  best 
illustrated  by  events  in  Alberta,  which  had  the 
largest  Ukrainian  block  settlement  in  Canada  and 
was  an  area  of  strong  communist  support. 


DR.  B.  MEDWIDSKY 

Dr.  B.  Medwidsky,  assistant  professor  in  the 
Department  of  Slavic  Languages,  delivered  the 
eighth  Institute  seminar  at  the  University  of 
Alberta.  On  February  6,  1979  he  spoke  on 
"Fables  about  Animals." 

Dr.  Medwidsky  discussed  some  texts  of  Kazky 
pro  tvaryn , a recently  published  volume  of 
Ukrainian  animal  tales.  After  a brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  genre  and  of  the  function  of  oral 
tradition  in  general,  the  speaker  compared  the 
total  number  of  texts  contained  in  this  recent 
publication  with  that  of  a volume  published 


sixty  years  earlier  by  V.  Hnatiuk.  He  found 
the  1916  edition  poorer  than  its  1976  sequel 
by  106  animal  tales  and  37  animal  voice  texts. 

The  major  part  of  Dr.  Medwidsky ’s  presentation 
was  spent  comparing  texts  (where  editorial  abb- 
reviations had  been  performed;  in  the  recent 
edition  with  their  originals.  His  presentation 
stimulated  a discussion  on  the  subject  of  edit- 
ing, bowdlerization  and  censorship  in  Soviet 
Ukrainian  publications.

DR.  OLEH  ZUJEWSKYJ 

The  ninth  Institute  seminar  of  the  1978-79 
academic  year  took  place  on  February  20. 

Dr.  Oleh  Zujewskyj,  a professor  in  the  Department 
of  Slavic  languages  at  the  University  of  Alberta, 
read  a seminar  entitled,  "Taras  Shevchenko:  The 

Great  Ukrainian  Romanticist." 

The  speaker  emphasized  that  Shevchenko's 
membership  in  the  romantic  school  (as  well  as  the 
realist  one!)  is  frequently  examined  without  a 
detailed  and  objective  study  of  the  author's 
worldview.  For  this  reason  critics  of  various 
persuasions  all  too  easily  dismissed  the  bard's 
romanticism  and  saw  realism  even  in  his  early 
works,  e.g.,  Velykyi  liokh.  This  tendency  began 
with  Khvedir  Vovk  ( T.H.  Shevchenko:  Ioho  dumy 

pro  hromadske  zhyttia3  1876)  and  continues 
through  Oleksandr  Biletsky  ( Ideino-khudozhnie 
znachennia  poemy  "Velykyi  liokh":  Tezy3  1958). 

According  to  Dr.  0.  Zujewskyj  this  error  makes 
it  impossible  to  see  the  interrelation  between 
the  poet's  worldview  and  his  writing  style., 

A realist  can  never  be  a (philosophical) 
idealist  just  as  positivism  precludes  only 
literary  romanticism. 
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DR.  JOHN-PAUL  HIMKA 

The  tenth  Institute  seminar  of  the  1978-79 
academic  year  at  the  University  of  Alberta 
took  place  on  March  6,  1979.  Dr.  John-Paul 
Himka,  research  associate  at  the  Institute 
and  visiting  assistant  professor  in  the 
Department  of  History,  spoke  on  "Inter- 
ethnic Conflict  in  the  Awakening  Village: 
Ukrainians  and  Jews  in  Late  Nineteenth 
Century  Galicia." 

The  speaker  examined  the  ethno-religious  and 
social  antagonism  between  Ukrainian  peasants  and 
Jews  in  late  nineteenth  century  Galicia.  Prev- 
iously, in  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  cent- 
uries a very  similar  antagonism  had  erupted  in 
violence  from  time  to  time,  ending  in  pogroms 
against  local  Jews.  In  the  late  nineteenth 
century,  as  a result  of  the  penetration  of  the 
national  movement  into  the  villages,  the  con- 
flict took  on  a different  aspect.  Instead  of  an 
elemental,  violent  struggle,  the  Ukrainian 
peasants  engaged  in  an  institutional  one, 
establishing  reading  clubs  ( ehytalni ) as  rivals 
to  predominantly  Jewish  taverns,  and  loan  funds 
as  rivals  to  local  Jewish  creditors. 

The  seminar  first  discussed  some  problems 
impeding  the  objective  study  of  Ukrainian- 
Jewish  relations  and  then  provided  background 
on  Ukrainian  and  Jewish  society  in  Galicia. 

The  main  part  of  the  seminar  examined  inter- 
ethnic conflict  in  the  village  described  in 
reports  ( kovespondentsti ) submitted  to  the 
popular  Ukrainian  press. 


DR.  ROMAN  SZPORLUK 

On  March  7 Dr.  Roman  Szporluk,  professor  of 
history  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  spoke  on 
"The  Ukrainian  Press  in  the  Shelest  Era."  The 
history  of  the  Ukrainian  press  since  1945  can 
be  divided  into  four  periods:  Stalinism  (until 

1953-54),  de-Stalinization  (mid-1950s-early 
1960s),  the  Shelest  era  (1963-72),  and  the  con- 
temporary period  (since  1972).  Under  Stalinism, 
the  circulation  of  the  Ukrainian  press  was 
rigidly  limited  and  restricted  to  periodicals 
serving  the  state  apparatus,  the  agricultural 
sector,  and — to  a small  extent — the  intelligen- 
tsia. With  de-Stalinization  came  an  extra- 
ordinary expansion  of  the  Ukrainian  press: 
circulations  became  unfrozen  and  sky-rocketed, 
and  periodicals  were  founded  for  urban  readers, 
i.e.,  for  workers  (Robitny  cha  hazeta)^  and  the 
intelligentsia  ( Vsesvit,  Ukvainskyi  istovychnyi 
zhuvnal) . After  some  setbacks  in  the  early 
1960s  (during  Khrushchev's  last  years  in  power), 
the  Ukrainian  press  again  expanded  during  the 
Shelest  era.  More  specialized  journals  and 


yearbooks  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences 
appeared;  there  was  also  a corresponding  expan- 
sion of  periodicals  in  the  exact  sciences.  Kiev 
became  the  second  largest  center  of  press  and 
publishing  in  the  USSR,  outpacing  Leningrad. 
Circulations  rose;  Radianska  zhinka  and  Revets 
achieved  readerships  of  one  million.  The  pop* 
ular  weekly  Ukvaina  actively  fostered  a Ukrain- 
ian historical,  linguistic  consciousness.  The 
press  in  the  Shelest  era  became  the  material 
link  in  a new  partnership  between  the  state  ap- 
paratus and  the  Ukrainian  intelligentsia;  it 
functioned  as  a vehicle  of  vappvochement , at 
once  "sovietizing"  the  Ukrainians  and  Ukrainian- 
izing  the  Ukrainian  Soviet  Socialist  Republic. 
After  1972  the  regime  abandoned  this  experiment 
and  returned  to  a "neo-Stalinist"  assimilation- 
ist  policy,  which  manifests  itself  by  stifling 
the  Ukrainian  press. 


M.  SHKANDRIJ 

"Ukrainian  Literature  and  Art  in  the  1920s" 
was  the  title  of  M.  Shkandrij ' s Institute  sem- 
inar, held  at  the  University  of  Alberta  on 
March  13,  1979.  The  speaker  is  a lecturer  at 
the  University  of  Calgary. 

The  speaker  outlined  four  different  con- 
ceptions of  art  in  Soviet  Ukraine  in  the  1920s: 
(1)  Destructivism  (as  illustrated  by  M.  Semenko's 
futurism),  (2)  Constructivism  (V.  Polishchuk's 
"spirit  of  engineering") , (3)  Monumentalism 
(M.  Boichuk's  current  in  ARMU  (Asotsiiatsiia 
revoliutsiinykh  mysttsiv  Ukrainy),  and  (4)  Pure 
Art  (K.  Malevych's  ideas  on  art  are  the  clearest 
formulation  of  this  tendency) . The  seminar  was 
illustrated  with  appropriate  slides. 


Y.  STEFANYK 

Mr.  Yuriy  Stefanyk-Klynowy  delivered  the 
twelfth  Institute  seminar  of  the  1978-79  academic 
year  at  the  University  of  Alberta.  On  March  20, 
1979,  he  spoke  on  "Olena  Teliha's  Great  Peace." 

The  speaker  reminisced  about  his  personal 
encounters  with  the  poetess  and  examined  her 
work  in  the  light  of  the  criticism  of  V.  Derzh- 
avyn,  Iu.  Sherekh,  B.  Boichuk  and  B.  Rubchak. 

By  illustrating  his  points  with  direct  quotations 
from  0.  Teliha's  works,  he  showed  how  these  crit- 
ics were  often  in  error. 

The  seminar  consisted  of  three  parts: 

(1)  personal  reminiscences,  (2)  an  analysis  of 
the  author's  work,  and  finally  (3)  a discuss- 
ion of  her  tragic  death. 
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B.  KRAWCHENKO 

The  thirteenth  Institute  seminar  at  the 
University  of  Alberta  took  place  on  March  27, 
1979.  B.  Krawchenko,  research  associate  at  the 
Institute  and  Visiting  assistant  professor  of 
political  science,  spoke  on  "The  Intelligentsia 
of  Soviet  Ukraine." 

The  seminar  focused  on  three  issues.  First, 
an  analysis  of  the  structure  of  the  intelligen- 
tsia of  Soviet  Ukraine  was  given.  Second,  based 
on  recent  Soviet  studies  of  inter-ethnic  re- 
lations, the  national  attitudes  of  the  intellig- 
entsia were  discussed;  and  finally,  the  question 
of  recruitment  into  the  intelligentsia  was  exam- 
ined. 


BOHDAN  CHOMIAK  AND  JARS  BALAN 

Bohdan  Chomiak  and  Jars  Balan,  graduate 
students  at  the  University  of  Alberta,  presented 
a joint  seminar  entitled,  "The  Peasant  Revolution 
in  Ukraine"  on  April  3,  1979. 

The  seminar  began  with  a brief  introduction  of 
three  parts:  (1)  an  examination  of  the  current 

state  of  peasant  studies;  (2)  a comparison  bet- 
ween various  Marxist  and  Narodnik  (Populist) 
theoretical  positions  on  the  peasantry  and  the 
political  perceptions  held  by  the  peasantry  prior 
to  the  revolution;  and  finally,  (3)  an  exam- 
ination of  the  Ukrainian  revolution,  1917  to 
1921,  whose  unique  features  were  described  in 
comparison  to  the  conditions  in  revolutionary 
Russia.  The  conclusion  of  the  introduction  gave 
the  central  themes  for  the  seminar:  a critical 

examination  of  the  theoretical  assumptions  of 
Populism  and  Marxism  concerning  the  peasantry, 
and  an  interpretation  of  the  events  of  the 
peasant  revolution  in  Ukraine. 

The  theoretical  assumptions  of  Populism  and 
Marxism  did  not  have  time  to  change  during  the 
revolution,  and  these  movements  acted  on  the 
basis  of  their  prior  beliefs.  The  speakers 
showed  that  both  Marxism  and  Populism  had  inac- 
curate interpretations  of  the  peasantry.  The 
Marxist  interpretation  of  the  peasantry  was 
inadequate  because  it  had  an  unjustified  belief 
in  rural  idiocy  and  in  the  cultural  superiority 
of  industry  and  city  life.  The  Populist  inter- 
pretation was  incorrect  because  it  overindulged 
in  a romantic  vision  of  the  peasantry.  The 
speakers  traced  both  theories  historically. 

The  peasant  revolution  occurred  because 
of  land  hunger;  war  and  revolution  offered 
them  the  means  to  resolve  this  problem.  The 
peasants  measured  different  and  successive 
regimes  on  the  basis  of  their  agrarian  policies. 
The  reaction  of  the  peasantry  to  each  regime 
manifested  itself  in  four  types  of  revolt: 


(1)  land  distribution,  (2)  cessation  of  cultiv- 
ation, (3)  political  otamanschyna,  and  (4)bandit- 
ry.  Both  speakers  concluded  that  the  peasant 
revolts  stemmed  from  the  failure  of  each  regime 
to  understand  peasants’  needs;  that  the  Bolsh- 
eviks won  because  they  had  urban  support  and 
because  they  gave  concessions  to  the  peasantry; 
and  that  the  Bolsheviks  would  have  lost  had  the 
peasantry  not  exhausted  itself  militarily. 


TORONTO 


WALTER  G.  KUPLOWSKY 

The  first  seminar  of  the  spring  term  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  was  given  by  Walter 
Kuplowsky,  who  recently  became  a member  of  the 
Ontario  Bar.  His  topic  was"Multiculturalism  and 
Canadian  Constitutional  Reform:  Can  Culture  be 

Legislated?"  The  speaker  presented  a brief 
analysis  of  the  nature  and  function  of  constitu- 
tions generally.  He  then  reviewed  the  nature  of 
the  Canadian  Constitution  and  provided  a working 
definition  of  the  word  "culture."  Mr.  Kuplowsky 
discussed  the  viability  of  legislating  the 
concept  of  "multiculturalism, " and  reviewed  the 
manner  in  which  the  Federal  government  dealt  with 
the  question  of  minority  cultural  rights  within 
its  proposals  for  constitutional  reform.  The 
seminar  concluded  with  an  attempt  to  show  a 
feasible  way  of  legislating  the  protection  of 
basic  components  in  cultures  in  order  to  assure 
cultural  development. 


ANNA  BALAN 

On  January  29,  a seminar  was  presented  by 
Anna  Balan  of  Toronto  entitled,  "The  Portrayal  of 
Ukrainians  in  the  Works  of  Morley  Callaghan, 

W.O.  Mitchell,  Margaret  Laurence,  and  Sinclair 
Ross."  The  speaker  focussed  on  four  Ukrainian 
characters  in  four  novels  by  prominent  Anglo- 
Canadian  writers.  All  of  these  characters  are 
Canadian-born,  well  educated  professionals,  and 
not  pioneers.  They  are:  Ann  Prychodko  in  Morley 

Callaghan's  They  Shalt  Inherit  .the  Earth3  Peter 
Svarich  in  W.O.  Mitchell's  Who  has  Seen  the  Wind , 
Nick  Kazlik  in  Margaret  Laurence's  A Jest  of  God3 
and  Nick  Miller  in  Sinclair  Ross'  Sawbones 
Memorial. 

The  speaker  summarized  the  plots  of  the  four 
novels,  showed  the  role  each  of  these  characters 
played  in  the  novel,  and  discussed  how  their 
ethnicity  was  depicted.  She  concluded  that  the 
Ukrainians  were  credibly. and  effectively  port- 
rayed in  all  four  novels.  The  more  recently  a 
novel  had  been  written,  the  more  central  was 
the  role  played  by  the  Ukrainian  character,  and 
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the  more  the  writer  reflected  changing  attitudes 
of  the  Anglo-Canadian  majority  towards  Ukrainians 
— from  acceptance,  through  envy,  to  identifi- 
cation. Unfortunately,  all  of  the  Ukrainian 
characters  are  portrayed  only  as  individuals 
within  an  Anglo-Canadian  community.  Although 
all  four  authors  should  be  commended  for  intro- 
ducing representatives  of  the  ethnic  component 
in  Canadian  society  into  their  writing,  the  ethnic 
diversity  of  the  Canadian  reality  has  not  yet 
truly  been  explored  or  developed  by  Anglo- 
Canadian  writers.  This  must  be  done  if  Canadian 
literature  is  to  be  both  relevant  to  all 
Canadians  and  present  a truer  picture  of  Canadian 
society. 


BORIS  BUDILOVSKY 

On  February  5,  Boris  Budilovsky,  who  holds  a 
law  degree  from  Kiev  University,  spoke  on  the 
question  of  "Law  in  Soviet  Ukraine:  Experiences 

and  Observations  of  a Former  Soviet  Lawyer." 

The  speaker  provided  numerous  eyewitness, 
anecdotal  examples  of  his  experiences  as  a lawyer 
in  Kiev.  Then,  on  the  basis  of  his  experiences, 
he  spoke  generally  about  the  nature  of  the  Soviet 
law  in  practice.  His  evaluation  of  the  role  of 
the  legal  system  in  the  USSR  related  law  to  the 
political  order.  He  emphasized  the  "anti- 
popular"  (antynapodnii.)  character  of  Soviet 
legal  practice,  the  structural  and  social  in- 
equalities and  injustices  suffered  by  the  average 
Soviet  citizen,  and  the  unconstitutionality  of 
Soviet  justice,  all  of  which  he  blamed  on  the 
one-party  state. 

In  order  to  show  what  issues  people  are 
prosecuted  for,  the  speaker  gave  examples  of 
what  members  of  the  elite  are  not  tried  for — 
black  marketeering  and  speculation.  He  emphasiz- 
ed that  the  population  at  large  was  compelled  to 
commit  illegal  acts  and  "steal  public  property" 
in  order  to  obtain  what  was  legally  theirs. 

Mr.  Budilovsky  also  stated  that  legality  is 
respected  more  by  military  tribunals  than  by 
civil  courts. 

The  discussion  focussed  on  ways  of  combatting 
the  problem  of  the  Soviet  government’s  frequent 
attempts  to  use  living  relatives  in  the  USSR  as 
a way  of  claiming  the  estates  of  Ukrainians  who 
have  died  in  Canada. 


OLEH  ROMANYSHYN 

On  February  12,  Oleh  Romany shyn,  who  is  cur- 
rently completing  his  Ph.D.  in  the  field  of 
Spanish-Ukrainian  literary  relations,  gave  a 
seminar  entitled,  "The  Historical  and  Literary 
Background  to  Ukrainian- Spanish  Relations." 


Although  Spain  and  Ukraine  have  never  enjoyed 
formal  relations,  mutual  awareness  and  contacts 
between  the  inhabitants  of  both  countries  (which 
probably  began  in  the  fifth  century)  were  impor- 
tant in  particular  periods  in  history.  There 
were  many  lines  of  communication:  military, 

political,  religious,  educational,  cultural,  and 
personal.  There  is  good  evidence  that  during 
the  Rus’  period  of  Ukraine’s  history  (particular- 
ly in  the  ninth  and  tenth  centuries)  a Slavic 
element  played  a significant  military,  political, 
and  cultural  role  in  Arabic  Spain,  and  that  Rus’ 
repeatedly  came  into  military  and  commercial 
contact  with  Spanish  Arabs.  With  the  rise  of 
the  Cossack  State,  Ukraine  became  an  important 
factor  in  European  affairs,  particularly  in  the 
seventeenth  century:  1)  as  a tacit  ally  of  Spain 

against  the  Ottoman  Empire,  and  2)  as  a bulwark 
against  militant  European  Catholicism  championed 
in  the  East  by  Poland,  whose  policies  also  drew 
strong  support  from  Spain.  Last  but  not  least, 
trade  in  Christian  slaves  was  always  an  important 
medium  of  continuous  contact  between  Spaniards 
and  Ukrainians  until  the  eighteenth  century. 

With  the  disappearance  in  1775  of  the  last  vest- 
iges of  Ukraine's  independence,  contacts  with 
Spain  became  sporadic  at  best,  and  occurred  on 
a personal  and  cultural  level.  After  World  War 
II  a small  Ukrainian  community  settled  in  Madrid. 
These  historical  and  cultural  relations  between 
both  countries  can  be  looked  upon  as  a background 
to  what  we  may  now  call  a "Spanish  School"  in 
Ukrainian  literature. 


IVAN  JAWORSKY 


Ivan  Jaworsky,  who  is  currently  completing  his 
M.A.  in  political  science  at  Carleton  University, 
spoke  on  "Ukrainians  in  Eastern  Euorpe  after 
World  War  II''  on  February  26.  His  talk  surveyed 
the  situation  of  Ukrainian  minorities  in  Poland, 
Czechoslovakia,  Romania,  and  Yugoslavia. 

Although  the  number  of  Ukrainians  in  Eastern 
Europe  has  decreased  greatly  since  the  war  as  a 
result  of  boundary  changes,  by  which  Galicia, 
Bukovyna  and  Carpatho-Ukraine  were  transferred 
to  Soviet  Ukraine,  small  Ukrainian  minorities 
remain  in  the  countries  reviewed. 

In  his  presentation  the  speaker  gave  an 
overview  of  the  situation  of  each  Ukrainian 
minority,  commenting  on  their  demographic, 
social,  economic,  cultural,  organizational,  and 
religious  life.  An  emphasis  was  put  on  the 
factors  influencing  the  development  and  survival 
of  these  minorities,  such  as:  increasing  assim- 

ilation due  to  out-migration  from  depressed  rural 
areas  where  most  Ukrainians  live;  the  effect  of 
Soviet  foreign  policy;  attitudes  of  dominant 
nationalities  toward  Ukrainian  minorities;  state 
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influence  in  official  Ukrainian  organizations 
(i.e. , USKT  in  Poland,  KSUT  in  Czechoslavakia) ; 
and  the  poorly  developed  sense  of  national 
identity  in  some  areas  where  people  still 
identify  themselves  as  "Rusyn"  or  "Hutsul 


DR.  TARAS  D.  ZAKYDALSKY 

On  March  12,  Dr.  Taras  Zakydalsky,  who  is 
currently  associated  with  the  Institute's 
Ukrainian  Encyclopedia  Project,  gave  the  seminar, 
"Ivan  Vyshensky  and  the  Religious  Polemics  of 
the  Seventeenth  Century."  Vyshensky' s 

ascetic  worldview  was  the  source  of  practical 
solutions  to  the  problems  confronting  the 
Orthodox  Church  in  Ukraine  at  the  turn  of  the 
seventeenth  century.  Believing  that  this  life 
should  be  renounced  for  the  sake  of  salvation, 
he  denounced  the  love  and  pursuit  of  luxury, 
secular  knowledge,  and  power.  Since  the  Orthodox 
faith  and  the  keeping  of  Christ 's  commandments 
were  sufficient  to  salvation,  each  man  was 
responsible  for  his  own  fate.  All  Christians, 
according  to  Vyshensky,  were  equal  before  God; 
hence,  the  faithful  laity  had  the  right  to  elect 
new  priests  and  bishops  to  replace  those  who  had 
joined  the  Union  with  Rome  in  1596. 

Vyshensky' s epistles  from  Mt.  Athos  were  not 
published  in  his  lifetime,  and  must  have  had  a 
very  limited  influence  on  the  polemics  of  that 
period.  He  was  not  a deep  or  original  thinker, 
but  he  was  a passionate  and  forceful  writer.  His 
language,  which  is  close  to  the  vernacular,  and 
his  vivid  imagery  make  him  one  of  the  first  great 
writers  in  the  history  of  Ukrainian  literature. 


LISA  EFIMOV- SCHNEIDER 

Lisa  Ef imov-Schneider,  currently  a Ph.D. 
candidate  in  Russian  Literature  at  the  University 
of  Toronto,  gave  a talk  entitled,  "Emma  Andijew- 
ska's  Roman  pro  dobru  liudynu : The  Displaced 

Persons  Camp  as  Purgatory." 

In  Andijewska's  Roman,  the  Displaced  Persons 
camp  is  introduced  first  in  its  historic  sense — 
a place  signifying  political  and  physical-geo- 
graphic displacement — but  then  is  extended  to 
represent  a state  of  total  psychic  disturbance. 
Supported  by  a complex  narrative  mode  in  which 
semantic  and  symbolic  confusion  is  deliberately 
created,  Andij ewska  suspends  all  standard  liter- 
ary expectations  and  judging  mechanisms  for  the 
characters  in  the  novel  as  well  as  for  the  read- 
er. Social  distinctions  (intellectualism  vs. 
simplicity);  moral  values;  chronologically 
linear  development;  the  distinction  between 
dreams,  visions,  and  reality;  the  efficacy  of 
logical,  as  opposed  to  supernatural  or  irration- 
al, explanations — all  of  these  are  eliminated. 


This  allows  for  an  investigation  of  the  quality 
"goodness"  which  is  entirely  uninhibited  and 
unqualified.  Suspension  of  standards  of  judg- 
ment makes  each  event  within  the  world  of  the 
camp  equally  meaningful  in  the  growth  process 
of  its  primary  heroes;  this  compels  the  reader  to 
pay  equal  attention  to  the  minutae  of  detail  and 
to  the  supposed  "main  events"  in  recognizing  "the 
good  person." 

The  symbol  of  purgatory  is  a useful  one  in 
characterizing  the  D.P.  camp  condition  depicted 
by  Andij ewska.  Like  the  camp  world,  the  purga- 
torial state  is  one  within  which  rites  of  passage 
take  place,  eventually  admitting  a person  into 
a better  world.  These  rites,  or  developmental 
stages,  are  alike  in  both  camp  and  purgatory 
because  they  are  stripped  of  any  socially  defin- 
ed elements,  and  have  to  do  only  with  the  inner 
moral  growth  of  each  separate  personality. 


DR.  ROMAN  SERBYN 


Dr.  Roman  Serbyn , of  the  history  department  at 
Universite  du  Quebec  a Montreal,  presented  this 
year's  last  seminar  which  was  entitled,  "The 
National  Awakening  in  Ukraine,  1859-1863: 

Students  in  Kharkiv  and  Kiev  Universities." 

Heightened  student  activism  emerging  in  post- 
Crimean  Russia  took  on  a specific,  national 
coloring  in  the  two  universities  situated  in 
Ukraine.  During  this  first  "movement  to  the 
people",  student  activists  drew  closer  to  the 
common  folk  and,  through  the  Ukrainian  peasantry 
and  the  still  un-Russified  nascent  working  class, 
rediscovered  Ukrainian  language  and  culture.  As 
"khlopophilism"  blended  with  "Ukrainophilism" 
student  activism  found  intellectual  reinforcement 
in  the  Romantic  literary  tradition  of  the  popular 
works  of  Taras  Shevchenko  aid  Marko  Vovchok,  as 
well  as  in  the  Ukrainian  schools  of  Polish  and 
Russian  literature.  A desire  to  promote  the 
Ukrainian  language,  as  well  as  a feeling  of 
social  debt,  prompted  students  to  set  up 
Ukrainian  language  Sunday  schools. 

More  radical  students  organized  in  clandestine 
groups  such  as  the  revolutionary-minded  Kharkiv 
Secret  Political  Society  and  the  more  moderate, 
or  at  least  more  heterogenous,  Kiev  Student 
Hromada.  Ukrainian  student  radicalism,  leaning 
towards  an  eventually  autonomous  if  not  complete- 
ly independent  Ukraine,  was  acquiring  a national 
consciousness  and  beginning  to  assert  itself  as 
a movement  allied  to,  but  independent  of,  Polish 
and  Russian  movements.  The  Ukrainian  movement 
was  also  winning  a grudging  recognition,  from 
Poles  and  Russians,  as  a partner  in  the  common 
struggle  against  the  tsarist  regime.  This 
development  was  cut  short  by  the  aborted  Polish 
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insurrection  and  renewed  repression  against 
Ukrainians.  From  then  on,  Ukrainophilism  fell 
back  into  political  moderation  while  the  Russian 
radical  movements  siphoned  off  Ukrainian  radicals 
into  their  own  increasingly  centralist  organ- 
izations .

METRO  GULUTSAN  (1925-1979) 

On  April  6 Dr.  Metro  Gulutsan,  53,  died  sud- 
denly in  a tragic  two-vehicle  collision  near 
North  Battleford,  Saskatchewan.  On  April  10 
he  was  buried  in  the  family  plot  in  Canora, 
Saskatchewan . 

Born  in  Buchanan,  Saskatchewan  to  pioneer 
parents  of  East  European  background  (Ukrainian 
father/Romanian  mother).  Professor  Gulutsan 
effectively  combined  his  ancestral  origins 
with  his  academic  discipline  to  become  the 
University  of  Alberta's  specialist  in  educational 
psychology  with  special  reference  to  eastern 
Europe.  He  was  for  many  years  a member,  then 
chairman,  of  the  University's  Committee  for  East 
European  and  Soviet  Studies,  and  in  1974  became 
director  of  the  Division  of  East  European 
Studies,  to  the  establishment  of  which  he  gave 
unstint ingly  of  his  time  and  energy  while  carry- 
ing out  his  normal  responsibilities  in  the 
Department  of  Educational  Psychology. 

Dr.  Gulutsan  was  always  a good  friend  of  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies.  On 
request,  he  offered  his  advice  freely  from  the 
earliest  stages  of  its  development  in  1974,  and 
he  served  on  the  University  committee  which  pre- 
pared the  "Detailed  Proposal"  for  the  Insti- 
tute's establishment.  He  was  also  a valued 
member  of  the  Institute's  Advisory  Council  from 
its  inception  in  November  1976. 


Dr.  Gulutsan  held  degrees  from  the  University 
of  Saskatchewan  (B.A.,  1947;  B.Ed.,  1952)  and  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley  (Ph.D. , 1962). 
As  an  educational  psychologist  in  Saskatchewan's 
Department  of  Education  (1949-60) , he  embarked 
upon  intermittent  graduate  studies  in  1955. 

After  two  years  as  instructor  in  the  College  and 
Faculty  of  Education  at  the  University  of  British 
Columbia,  he  joined  the  Faculty  of  Education  in 
Edmonton  in  1962,  rising  to  the  rank  of  full 
professor  in  1974.  His  early  research  and  teach- 
ing interests  consisted  of  classroom  learning 
and  human  development  (especially  personality 
development),  followed  by  second-language  learn- 
ing and  education  and  psychology  in  the  Communist 
countries  of  Europe.  Besides  English,  he  spoke 
and  read  Ukrainian  and  Russian  well  and,  to  com- 
plement his  growing  interest  in  East  European 
studies,  he  acquired  considerable  competence  in 
reading  and  conversational  French,  German,  and 
Romanian . 

As  a scholar,  he  published  numerous  articles, 
translated  from  Russian,  and  presented  papers  and 
conducted  seminars  in  North  America  and  Europe. 

In  September  1972,  he  was  a member  of  the  first 
Canadian  academic  delegation  to  the  USSR  under 
the  Canada-USSR  exchange  agreement  signed  in 
October  1971.  In  December  1972,  the  minister  of 
external  affairs  appointed  him  to  the  Canada-USSR 
mixed  governmental  commission  on  academic  ex- 
changes. At  the  time  of  death,  he  was  a very 
active  member  of  the  Central  and  East  European 
Studies  Society  of  Alberta  (which  he  founded  in 
1975)  and  president  of  the  Central  and  East 
European  Studies  Association  of  Canada  (which  he 
had  helped  to  establish  in  1977).  He  was  also  in 
the  throes  of  negotiating  the  development  of  an 
Institute  of  Central  and  East  European  Studies  in 
Alberta. 


Despite  cataracts  in  both  eyes  which  greatly 
impaired  his  vision.  Dr.  Gulutsan' s achievements 
were  numerous  and  most  significant.  He  will  be 
sorely  missed  in  East  European  studies  for  his 
leadership,  in  educational  psychology  for  the 
fresh  insights  which  his  unique  background, 
talents,  and  interests  enabled  him  to  bring;  and 
on  campus  generally  for  his  cheery  disposition, 
symbolized  best  perhaps  by  "Malanka,"  Ukrainian 
New  Year's  Eve  at  the  Faculty  Club,  which  he 
introduced  in  1973  and  which  has  since  become 
a highlight  of  the  festive  season  at  the  Univer- 
sity. 

His  home  near  the  campus  was  always  open  to 
his  many  friends,  on-  and  off-campus,  in  Canada 
and  abroad.  The  deepest  sympathies  of  all  are 
extended  to  the  members  of  the  family  who  survive 
him— Lena,  his  wife,  and  their  three  children, 
William,  Peter,  and  Lona.

CONSTANTIN  J.  BIDA  (1916-1979) 

On  11  April  Dr.  Constantin  J.  Bida,  63,  died 
in  Ottawa  after  a brief  illness.  He  was  born  in 
Lviv  on  24  September  1916,  emigrated  to  Canada  in 
1950  and  helped  to  develop  the  Department  of 
Slavic  Studies  at  the  University  of  Ottawa,  be- 
ginning as  a lecturer  in  1952  and  moving  up 
through  the  ranks  to  full  professor  in  1965. 

In  1957  he  became  chairman  of  the  Department. 


He  began  his  university  studies  in  Ukraine  at 
Lviv,  1936-39,  took  a Ph.D.  degree  in  1943  at  the 
University  of  Vienna  in  Slavic  philology  with 
minors  in  German  philology  and  general  philo- 
sophy, and  pursued  post-graduate  studies  in 
philosophy  at  the  University  of  Bern,  Switzer- 
land, 1945-46. 

Among  Dr.  Bida's  most  notable  achievements 
were  books  on  The  Treaty  of  Hetman  I.  Mazepa  with 
Charles  XII  (Winnipeg;  1959);  Lesya  Ukrainka: 

Life  and  Work s selected  translations  by  Vera  Rich 
(Toronto,  1968);  Foesie  du  Quebec  contemporain 
(Ottawa,  1968);  and  Joannitius  Galatowsky  and  his 
"Key  to  Understanding"  (Rome,  1975).  He  wrote 
numerous  articles,  especially  on  the  influence  of 
Shakespeare  on  Slavic  literatures.  In  1972  he 
founded  the  Ukrainian  Shakespearean  Association 
and  was  its  president  at  the  time  of  death.  He 
was  also  president  of  the  Canadian  Association 
of  Slavists  (1960-61)  and  the  Inter-University 
Committee  on  Canadian  Slavs  (1970-71),  and 
vice-president  of  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Comparative  Civilization  (1971-73).  He  organ- 
ized three  major  conferences:  the  Canadian 

Association  of  Slavists  in  Ottawa  in  1961;  the 
Second  National  Conference  on  Canadian  Slavs  in 
1967  (the  ancestor  of  today’s  Canadian  Ethnic 
Studies  Association);  and  "Languages  and  Cultures 
in  Multi-Ethnic  Society,"  an  international  sym- 
posium under  the  auspices  of  the  Inter -University 
Committee  on  Canadian  Slavs. 

Dr.  Bida  was  a member  of  the  Institute's 
Council  of  Associates  and  president  of  the 
Conference  on  Ukrainian  Studies  in  Canada  (1975- 
76). 

His  many  friends  mourn  his  untimely  passing 
and  extend  the  warmest  sympathies  to  the  surviv- 
ing members  of  his  family. 


PETRO  BILAN IUK 

Di" • Petro  B.  T.  Bilaniuk,  was  elected  member 
of  The  American  Catholic  Historical  Association, 
the  International  Society  for  Political  Psychol- 
ogy, and  the  prestigeous  Mediaeval  Academy  of 
America. 

From  June  28  to  August  3,  1978,  Dr.  Bilaniuk 
lectured  at  the  John  XXIII  Institute  for  Eastern 
Christian  Studies  in  New  York.  The  theme  of  his 
course  was  "The  Theology  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in 
Eastern  Christianity."  Following  the  course 
Dr . Bilaniuk  participated  in  a number  of  academic 
gatherings:  (1)  August  4-7,  International  Theol- 
ogical Seminar  in  Dorado  Beach,  Puerto  Rico, 
sponsored  by  the  International  Cultural  Found- 
ation, New  York;  (2)  August  25-27,  Canadian  Teil- 
hard de  Chardin  Association  in  Bracebridge, 
Ontario,  where  he  delivered  the  presidential 
address  "The  Holy  Spirit  as  the  Spirit  of  Love;" 
(3)  August  28-31,  Third  International  Conference 
of  Orthodox  Theologians  held  in  the  Hellenic 
College  in  Brookline,  Massachusetts;  (4)  November 
22-24,  International  Conference  on  Hermeneutics 
and  Structuralism,  held  at  York  University  in 
Downsview,  Ontario . 

From  11-16  December,  1978,  the  Centre  for 
Indian  and  Interreligious  Studies  in  Rome 
organized  a series  of  ten  talks  on  Eastern 
Christianity  given  by  Dr.  Bilaniuk  in  the 
Placid  Lecture  series  in  honour  of  Rev.  Dr. 

Placid  J.  Podipara,  C.M.I.  Dr.  Bilaniuk' s 
general  topic  was  "The  Lord  and  Giver  of  Life: 
Theology  and  Economy  of  the  Holy  Spirit,"  and 
will  appear  shortly  as  a monograph  in  the  Placid 
Lecture  series.
